The W.M.S., of the United Church, 
will hold their annual thank-offering 
meeting in the school room on Satur¬ 
day afternoon at three o’clock. A 
good program will be provided and re¬ 
freshments served at the close. A 
large attendance is requested.

erior merit. The depot at Vulcan will 
be under the management of Mr. M R. 
Smith, who to some considerable exldnt 
and for some lime been known ill town 
ftnd district , and he has already beittr » 
welcome addition to our business and 
social citizenry. The first tank cars of 
gasoline for this new concern arrived at 
Vulcan yesterday and the distribution of 
orders previously sold are being made 
this Friday. Pyramid Motors and Vul¬ 
can Supply Company are the first to re- 
jail Regal gas locally.

DRAFTING A PLATFORM 


Several newspapers have cast 
doubts upon the sincerity of the Con¬ 
servative convention’s soft-pedalling 
declaration as to protective ^tariff. Vn- 
dobtedly western influence affected the 
cnvention against any stand for high 
protection, but it is also true that 
many eastern Conservatives have 
came to the conclusion that they have 
fnade sufficient sacrifice for the 
cause. The beneficiaries of protection 
could always count upon the Conser¬ 
vative party as ’’safe and sound” on 
that question and it was their strat¬ 
egy to strengthen the protectionist 
wing of the Liberal party. By threat¬ 
ening protection when in opposition 
and maintaining it when in office, the 
Liberals were able to draw from op¬ 
posing forces while the Conservatives 
had to rely upon one school of thought 
only. The resolution passed at Win¬ 
nipeg probably represents the consid¬ 
ered judgment of many Easterns as 
well as the general opinion of the 
West. There is little reason to sus¬ 
pect, as does the Manitoba Free 
Press, that the resolution is worded 
so as to leave the party free to in¬ 
crease tariffs generally when it se¬ 
cures power. That staunch protec¬ 
tionist newspaper, the Montreal Gaz¬ 
ette, takes the resolution seriously 
enough to condem its as a departure 
from party tradition and policy. Ir. 
the past, but little regard was had by 
the party in power to pledges made 
while in opposition. As a fact, condi¬ 
tions change so fast? that what seeni- 
eth good today, may not be desirable, 
not to speak of inpediency, a few 
years hence. A national party in con¬ 
vention assembled does well to avoid 
specific details. If it declares the gen¬ 
eral outline of its policy that is all 
that is necessary. Certainly it is all 
that is expedient.

1926. A total of 428 stations were 
added to the system in the month, 247 
of these being in towns and cities and 
181 on rural lines. 

It was refreshing to note that the 
Conservative convention took steps to 
have the burial place of Sir John Mac¬ 
donald at Kingston adequately mark¬ 
ed and properly cared for. Pilgrims 
who have visited the grave of “John 
A.” have come away pained to think 
that one who was so much beloved in 
his lifetime, and who had done so 
much for Canada, should not have a 
more worthy memorial. 

To encourage flying clubs in^Cana- 
ada, the government has just placed 
an initial order for ten “moth” aero¬ 
planes to be purchased from the De 
Haviland Corporation of England. The 
contract price is $51,000. By the pol¬ 
icy recently enunciated, the national 
defence department agreed to supply 
an extra aeroplane wherever a local 
club purchased another, and it is to 
prepare for this development that the 
ten planes have just been ordered. 
They will be supplemented later. The 
government has also decided to con¬ 
vert the old Rockcliffe rifle ranges at 
Ottawa into a central aerodrome and 
seaplane station for carrying on ex¬ 
perimental flying by air and over wa¬ 
ter, and also to explore the possibili¬ 
ties of winter flying. With that ob¬ 
ject in view the site is to be enlarged 
by the addition of twenty-one acres.

CAN CHOOSE OWN TERMINAL 


All farmers who have grain to ship 
during the present season should 
know what their rights are under the 
terms of the so-called “Campbell” 
amendment to the Canada Grain Act 
which became law this year. In order 
that shippers of grain may be in no 
doubt as to the nature of these rights 
we publish, below a concise interpre¬ 
tation of the amendment: We are in 
a position to state that the following 
interpretation has been generally con¬ 
curred in by he Board of Grain Com¬ 
missioners : v 

Any farmer who has a carloau of 
grain in store can order the elevator 
agent to ship it Yo any terminal ele¬ 
vator the farmer desires, consigned to 
any firm the farmer wishes, and the 
charges accrued, need not be paid until 
the car arrives at the terminal and 
the government certificate of weight 
and grade is returned, provided the 
farmer does not lift the bill of lading. 
Naturally, if he does not lift the bill 
of lading, the first to whom the grain 
is shipped will pay the charges and 
make settlement to the farmer either 
direct or through the elevator com¬ 
pany. If the bill of lading is lifted 
by the farmer he must pay the hand¬ 
ling and storage charges accrued 
against his grain.

OUTLOOKSPLENDID 

Stockers and Feeders Sell About 30 
Per Cent. Higher Than Last Year 


The fifth annual Stocker and Feed¬ 
er show and sale at Calgary is over 
and the result is beyond the fondest 
hopes of all concerned, says the Her¬ 
ald. The prices realized this year 
are at least 30 per cent, higher than 
last year. The highest price realized 
last year was $6.75, this year it. was 
$9.25. Only a few last year reached 
$6.00, the majority going from $4.50 
to $5.5(X This year out of ',345 head 
sold, 315 averaged $8.15 per ewt., 
while 4&4 averaged $7.30 per cwt. Of 
the balance 1,474 averaged over $6.50 
and 124 sold from $5.60 to $5.90 per 
<jwt. The grand champion yearlings 
brought $8.10 the group champions 
$8.70. These latter, however, were 
just about ready for the butchei 
knife, while the grand champions 
were only yearlings. 

Of the 1,334 sold last year 20 per 
cent, went to the United States, 20 
per cent, to Eastern Canada, and the 
balance were bought by Alberta feed¬ 
ers. Of the 2,245 sold this year fully 
55 per cent, went to the United States 
35 per cent, to the local feed lots, 
about 8 per cent, to packers, and 
i about two per cent, to Eastern Canada 
For-the first time in the history of 
the stocker and feeder show and sale 
American buyers have come person¬ 
ally from Iowa and other feeding 
states, to look into the condition of af¬ 
fairs in Alberta and make their own 
selections. It was a /natter of sur¬ 
prise and spoke volumes for the or¬ 
ganization that 2,245 head could be 
handled in five and a half hours of 
actual selling. In the first hour 40 
lots were sold—one lot every minute 
and a half. Wm. Durno acted as 
auctioneer. 


NEED OF GOOD ROADS 


Era of Railway Building Has Been 
Succeeded by Period of Highway 
Expansion 


CROPREPORT 

Issued by Department of Agriculture, 
Government of Alberta, Edmonton 
October 21, 1927 


Threshing has again been ge’neral 
during the past week of excellent 
weather throughout the ■ province, ac¬ 
cording to information received by the 
Department of Agriculture. Sun and 
wind have largely remedied the ef¬ 
fects of the rains and a good deal of 
the grain now being threshed is grad¬ 
ing “straight 1 .” It is estimated that 
by the end of the present week 35 to 
40 per cent, of the season’s crop will 
have been 'threshed and three to four 
weeks of favorable weather should 
see threshing completed. Some 6,500 
machines are being operated in the 
province with an average total daily 
output of over eight million bushels. 

Reports from a number of points 
indicate that threshing returns are ex 
ceeding earlier predictions as to yield 
and the majority of recently threshed 
wheat is grading No. 2 or No. 3 Good 
progress is being made with the 
threshing of oats and barley and very 
little damage is apparent as a result 
of weathering. 

Fully 50 per cent, of threshing is 
completed in the Peace River, Grand 
Prairie and Spirit River districts and 
a high average yield is reported over 
large areas in this part of the prov¬ 
ince. 

Elevators generally have had no 
difficlty in handling the run of grain. 
A slight shortage of farm labor is im¬ 
ported from a number of points, 
especially in the south of the prov¬ 
ince. This factor has delayed sugar 
beet harvesting to some extent. The 
yield of sugar beets is estimated at 
fully a ton per acre heavier than last 
year.’s erop, and the sugar content of 
the beets shows a decided increase. 

Pastures have held out well during 
the fall months and live stock is in 
good condition, with an ample supply 
of food available for the coming win¬ 
ter. 

Good progress is being made with 
fall plowing in fields cleared of stooks 
and following the rgins of the past 
few weeks, the-sbil will enter the win¬ 
ter in a promising condition as re¬ 
gards moisture for next season’s crop. 

ITEMS OFINTEREST

T. J. McKenty, barrister of La- 
combe, who was arrested Friday morn 
ing last on a complaint sworn to by 
Edward Trainor, a farmer from South 
Dakota, who alleged McKetny appro¬ 
priated $1,100 belonging to him, was 
remanded for eight days. He was al¬ 
lowed his liberty on $1,500 bail. 

Owing to the presence - of a tremen¬ 
dous amount of feed and the best pas 
ture in years, many farmers and 
ranchers are looking about for stock¬ 
er and feeder cattle and lambs for 
winter feeding. There is plenty of 
barley for hogs and an increase in the 
number of hogs raised is thought like 
ly to be the result of the big crop. 

It must have been of interest to Al¬ 
berta farmers to read the dispatch 
from Winnipeg at the beginning of 
the week containing the news of a gi¬ 
gantic merger of private grain com¬ 
panies, with the backing of New Y’ork 
and Montreal money, with the avowed 
object of fighting the farmers’ Wheat 
Pool. One thing is certain, the result 
rests with the farmers of Western 
Canada. If they stick together to 
maintain their own co-operative "sel¬ 
ling organization they can win, de¬ 
spite the millions that may be pour¬ 
ed into the fight by Wall Street and 
Montreal.-—Alberta Labor News. 

Owing to the delay in threshing in 
many districts in the province it has 
been decided to postpone the opening 
of a number of the provincial agricul¬ 
tural schools in order to allow farm 
boys who are busy with fall work to 
attend from the beginning of the 
term. Instead of commencing work 
on October 26 as previously intended 
the Raymond and Vermilion schools of 
agriculture will open on November 9, 
and the Olds school of Agriculture 
will open on November 16 with clas¬ 
ses for the first and second years of 
the regular course. The time lost at 
the opening of the term will be made 
up by shortening the Christmas va¬ 
cation and extending the course for a 
,few days in the spring. Students in 
the third year of the course at the 
Olds school commenced work on Wed¬ 
nesday, October 19. 


Before the advent of the auto, the 
only rapid means of transit on land 
was by railway. As a result, newi 
settlement followed railways. No 
country could prosper without rail¬ 
ways, and countries or communities 
that had no railways had few new 
settlers, and old residents moved 
away. Distance irom a railway pro¬ 
portionately diminished the value of 
farm lands. 

It was in recognition of the fact 
that railways must come first and 
large settlements afterwards that the 
great railway debts of Alberta were 
incurred, just about the time that 
autos were becoming popular, and be¬ 
fore it was realized that good roads 
were to take the place of railways as 
drawing cards for settlers. When 
those railroads were completed, the 
auto had already become an establish¬ 
ed utility, anti good roads became as 
much a necessary part of .the capital 
equipment of a province as railroads, 
public buildings, telegraphs, tele¬ 
phones and other public utilities. 

Unfortunately, the financial depres¬ 
sion and then the European war shat¬ 
tered the forward vision of Alberta’s 
public men and of the people general¬ 
ly, and we have still to wake up to | 
the fact that our province will never i 
take its proper place th the progress' 
of events until it becomes a modern 
province with an adequate highway 
system. 

One has only to glide over the pav¬ 
ed highways of some of the Western 
States, and then to be jolted over the 
rugged by-ways of Alberta, to real¬ 
ize that the reason we do not pro¬ 
gress as we should is because of our 
failure to build roads. 

No state in the American Union 
can boast of the richness of vegeta¬ 
tion, and the variety of resources of 
Alberta. But no farmer who wants 
his family to enjoy the social ameni¬ 
ties of life will take them to live on 
land, however fertile, where they will 
be marooned like Robinson Crusoe, 
^perhaps for weeks at a time, every 
’time it rains; where, in the event of 
sudden illness, the towns and cities 
and the family physician are in apees- 
sible when it storms; and where the 
approaches to schools, chu rches, mar- 
kets and other places where families 
have to go and come, are rough and 
dangerous. 

Even the city dweller is confined to 
the borders of his own city for about 
nine months in the year, unless he 
travels entirely by rail. Take, for ex¬ 
ample, the city of Edmonton which, in 
rainy weather, is surrounded on the | 
south by seas of mud; on the east by 
an ipipassable forass; on the north by 
an undeveloped and unapproachable 
hinterland, and on the west by insup¬ 
erable barriers to transportation. The 
picture is exaggerated somewhat to 
call your attention to it,, but the fact 
remains that the auto driver cannot 
safely leave the few payments ofj 
Edmonton in rainy weather. 

Large manufacturing industries are 
usually established on the outskirts of! 
cities and town, to avoid large land 
taxes. Few such industries will lo-j 
cate in Alberta, where it is necessary j 
either to construct a paved highway 
at the expense of the industry, or to 
face the tremendous extra cost of ] 
maintaining motor trucks that have toj 
risk their existence over Alberta i 
roads. 

A year or two ago an American 
farmer had decided to buy a farm 
near Edmonton for $7000 cash. He 
thought the land was lovely. A rain 
storm came. He was isloated on the j 
farm he had gone to inspect, for fivoj 
days, and returned to the United i 
States, taking his $7000 with him. If I 
this happened once in the experience' 
of the writer in his own office, imag- 
gine how many other lawyers, real j 
estate men, farmers and others could 
tell a similar tale. ** 

Early in July the writer started foi 
Denver, Colorado, by motor. At Nan- 
ton, on account., of mud south of the: 
town to the American border, it was 
necessary to abandon the journey, and 
proceed by rail. On that same day, | 
about twehty motors coming from the : 
United States to Alberta were turneci 
back for lack of a passable road, di¬ 
verted their trip to the Yellowstone 
Park or other American destinations,! 
and what money might have been | 
spent in Alberta, whether for gasoline 
and oil, lodging, goods or farm lands, 
was permanently lost. The same 
thing happened all through the sum¬ 
mer. Think of the economic loss to 
this province. 

Do the farmers of Alberta realize 
that their farms would be worth twice 
or treble, their present value if they 
were in proximity to a good highway ? I 
| If they don’t let them think it over,' 
and they cannot escape the conclusion j 
that they are losing thousands of dol-j 
lars in capital \alue by the_absenco| 
of gravelled market roads and paved! 
main highways. \ 

In many of the .American states 
paved highways have been built 
through unsettled forests. The for-! 
ests have disappeared and settlements 
are found all along the highways. | 
Those states that have built highways 
have grown and prospered; those that 
did not have stood; still. 

The motorist o»Alberta is the most 
abused and niost patient tax-payer in 
all Alberta. He contributes a million 
and three-quarters annually to the) 
provincial treasury, not a cent of 
which is earmarked for roads. In ad¬ 
dition to his- heavy auto and gasoline 
tax, he is obliged to do the work of a 
roller, and to grind in the gravel on 
new roads with the soft rubber tires j 
of his car. The wear and tear on an 
Alberta auto, jolting its way over un-1 
finished roads, is ten times what it is 
over a well constructed highway^ | 

Alberta can boast of unlimited nat¬ 
ural resouries. But it is no use kid¬ 
ding ourselves that we are making 
progress in road-building. It is noth¬ 
ing to boast about that our roads are 
better than they were five years ago.! 
Nothing but permanent roads will en¬ 
able this great domain of Alberta to' 
advance as it should, and permanent' 
roads cannot be built from annual 
revenue. 

This province must again catch the 
pre-war vision. We have all the re¬ 
sources we had then. We have not 
the equipment to carry on, for we j 
have no roads. Bonds must be floated j 
at 40 and 50 years. Posterity will j 
use the roads; posterity must help to j 
pay for them. $25,000,000 is not too j 
much to spend to equip this province 
with means of access and egress to! 
and from its undeveloped lands and 
mineral resources. If this province is 
going to bust on its provincial debt,!

The Canadian director of European 
j emigration upon return to London 
' from Canada says nearly 3,000 fam¬ 
ilies have found homes here anti of 
j these 85 per cent ate making good, 5 
; par cent of families are midway be- 
1 tween success anti failure and the 10 
per, cent are hopeless. 

With the coming of the stormier 
weather the Royal Canadian Air 
Force will carry out some investiga¬ 
tion work with land planes in connec¬ 
tion with the Father Point-Quebec air 
mail route. The summer of 1928 will 
undoubtedly find the post office de¬ 
partment operating some sort of reg¬ 
ular service on the St. Lawrence river. 

The Camp Farm at Kenilworth in 
England, 120 acres, with farmstead 
and buildings, sold for £7,000 at auc¬ 
tion, or over $282 an acre. It would 
appear that the buildings are much 
better adapted to farm purposes, or 
the location more favorable, than 
most farms would selll at in Britain, 
especially in the present agricultural 
conditions. 

British Columbia is capable of pro¬ 
ducing all the bulbs, rose bushes, 
fruit trees, ornamental trees and 
seeds that the Canadian people can 
use, it is claimed by authorities atj 
Victoria. Millions of dollars each year 
go out of Canada for nursery stock 
that could be raised in British Colum¬ 
bia and delivered to the buyers sever¬ 
al weeks earlier than it could be im¬ 
ported from overseas. 

Inaugurating the first freight and 
passenger service over the newly 
completed Pembina Valley Railway, 
the branch line of the E.D. & B.C. 
from Busby to Barrhead, a distance of 
26 miles, the first mixed train left 
Edmonton on Tuesday, October 18. 
Two trains weekly will be run over 
this line, leaving Edmonton each 
Tuesday and Thursday and returning 
on Wednesday and Friday. 

“More settlers are coming from the 
United States to make homes in Can¬ 
ada than in any year since 1920,”

| The contract for the big terminal] 
elevator to be erected at Vancouvei by j 
the Alberta Wheat Pool has been let] 
to the Northern Construction Co., I 
Ltd., and J. W. Stewart, it is an-| 
nounced from the head office of the 
pool in Calgary. The elevator when 
completed will cost in the neighbor¬ 
hood of $1,000,000 and will have a 
capacity of some 2,400,000 bushels. 
Plans call for its completion in time 
to handle the 1928 crop. This year the 
Pool is operating under lease the]

ITEMS OF INTEREST 


Comment upon Hon. Arthur Meigh- 
en's Winnipeg speech still continues 
to appear in the press. Nearly all the 
commentators admit that it was a mas 
terpiece of logic, and admit too, that 
it is more easier to disavow it in toto 
than to answer his argument. Wheth¬ 
er he should have used the Winnipeg 
convention as the rostrum for which 
to vindicate his Hamilton speech is 

The Minister of Public Works, in 
the course of a very thoughtful ad¬ 
dress, spoke of the government’s ap¬ 
preciation of the services rendered by 
the newspapers of the province. In 
reply Mr. Stone asked how far the 
newspapers should go, not in a case 
of real public need, but in the ordin¬ 
ary course of events, in publishing 
government orders, changes of the 
law. announcements to the public and 
so forth, without remuneration. It 
was a pertinent qiiestion.i Hon. Mr. 
Hoadley had to admit that. 

Throughout the length and breadth 
of Canada interest is being manifest¬ 
ed in the organization of flying clubs 
at big centres of population. Clubs 
are now being fromed in Alberta at 
Calgary, Edmonton and Lethbridge. 
General MacBrien, head of the Cana¬ 
dian Air League while at Calgary on 
Monday at a meeting of former pilots 
in discussing the matter, said it will 
cost students about $150 to learn to 
fly. The membership must not be 
less than 30 students and 10 former] 
pilots. For each pilot who qualifies 
for his flying license the government 
will make a grant to the club of $100 
with a maximum of $3,000 per year. 
The club will have to arrange- for the 
airport and its maintenance and also 
for the engaging of a qualified me¬ 
chanic and a qualified instructor. If 
the city operates an airport, the club 
may rent the airport facilities for fly¬ 
ing purposes, but the government will 
supply the machines. 

Patrol work has been resumed at 
the High River air station and daily 
flights are being made. If dry weath¬ 
er continues for a time it is feared 
that there will be many fire hazards, 
as the growth of grass everywhere 
has been luxuriant and will be a men¬ 
ace to prairie and forest unless care 
is exercised. The air station here 
will probably close at the end of the 
month. It is interesting to note that 
during the present year, Captain 
Collis has located nine landing .sta¬ 
tions in Alberta. These are located 
in Edmonton, Medicine Hat, Leth¬ 
bridge and Calgary, the latter having 
to be finally decided upon. The other 
three landing grounds will be special¬ 
ly for the use of the air force, princi¬ 
pally as forced landing grounds. They 
are located at Rocky Mountain House, 
W’aterton Lakes, Willow Creek, the 
Livingstone Gap, and the Crows’ Nest 
Pass and the last, about eight miles 
north of Livingstone Gap. The last 
three are all located in the mountains 
to decrease danger from forced land¬ 
ings in the mountains. 

The government, as President 
Stone said, does not go to the hard¬ 
ware merchants, or to the grocers or 
dry-goods merchants, and ask for 
goods for nothing. A publisher’s 
space is the commodity that he has to 
sell. The public buys it for news or 
for advertisements. Why should he 
be singled out by the government for 
fre-e gifts of the article by the sale of 
which he makes his living? There isj 
no justifying reason for this. Paper 
has to be paid for, typesetting has to 
be paid for; to ask tjiat the type-filled 
space be given, away is the same as to 
ask any other merchandiser to give j 
the goods from his shelf. The grati-| 
tude of a government for the free 
gift of space in a newspaper will not 
pay bills. It is not difficult to dis- ] 
tinguish between what is news and 
what is matter which should be paid! 
for, and the weekly papers of the! 
province should draw a sharp line be- j 
tween the two and insist upon pay-! 
ment for the latter class of material. ] 
A government should no more be ex- j 
empt from paying for publicity thanj 
a merchant. 


ITEMS 0FINTEREST 

Ken. Ringland has been trans¬ 
ferred from Gleichen to the Canadian 
Bank of Commerce at Macleod where 
he is at present on sick leave with his 
parents, the effects of his accident in 
a ball game at Calgary while playing 
with the High River team. He ex¬ 
pects to play with the Claresholm 
team the coming season. 

The Government of Manitoba’s pur¬ 
chases of Alberta coal will total ap¬ 
proximately 50,000 tons this year, 
which is just a beginning, fuel men 
say. Ultimately they expect every 
pound of soft Coal used by the Gov¬ 
ernment institutions in Manitoba to 
come from Alberta thus saving an ad¬ 
ditional $260,000 per annum to Can¬ 
ada. 

The many millions that the late 
Thomas J. Emery of Middletown, R.I., 
made as railroad and hotel man will 
be used “for the good of humanity.” 
His widow’s will, filed for probate dis 
posed of an estate estimated at $100,- 
000,000 and revealed her as one of 
America’s richest women. Except for 
bequests of $500 to $2,500,000 to rela¬ 
tives, friends, domestics and chari¬ 
table organizations, the estate wiM he 
used to create a fund to be known as 
“the Thomas J. 'Emery memorial.” It 
was estimated the fund would amount 
to about $90,000,000. 

Shorthorn breeders will be greatly 
interested in the announcement that 
over 40 head of Shorthorns from the 
Prince of Wales’ herd at Pekisko, will 
be auctioned at Calgary, November 2, 
at the association sale. Prof. Carlyle 
manager of the E.P. ranch, says that 
this sale is necessary owing to having 
to make room for a large shipment of 
Shorthorns which is being sent over 
from one of the royal farms in the 
old country. This will give an excep¬ 
tional opportunity to buyers who have 
always been keen bidders after stock 
of the Scottish blood which is so char 
acteristic of the E.P. herd. The cat¬ 
tle offered include imported cows with 
calves at foot, another bunch of young 
cows, ten heifers and nine yearling 
bulls sired by King of the Fairies and 
Climsland Goldsmith. 

Last week a drover operating out 
of Calgary bought a Pool Member's 
mixed bunch containing 55 head of 
cattle at Carstairs for $1,475,007 The 
local directors of the Shipping Asso¬ 
ciation, on hearing of the breach of 
contract, went to the Pool member 
and induced him to reconsider and re¬ 
turn the cheque to the drover and 
ship through‘the organization. The 
Pool member did this, shipping 50 
head of cattle to Calgary, for which 
he received $1,878.98 net, leaving him 
with a profit of $423.95 and five head 
ofrcattle over and above the drover’s 
price, Does it pay to sell through a 
drover when you have an organiza¬ 
tion of your own which will return 
you every cent that your cattle are 
worth on the market? The profit on 
this one shipment will maintainn the 
local organization for a long time as 
far as this producer is concerned.— 
Does it pay to break the Livestock 
Pool Contract? 

Canada’s “Agricultural Jubilee” 
Is to be celebrated this year accord¬ 
ing to an announcement made by the 
Hon. W. R. Motherwell, minister of 
agriculture, who has taken the mat¬ 
ter up with various . provinces. It 
has been decided to hold' the cele¬ 
bration in connection with the Royal 
Winter Fair at Toronto, November 
16 to 24 as the new building erected 
there Jointly by the Dominion and 
Ontario Governments offer a splen¬ 
did setting for this event.

Park, 1,000 buffalo will be slaughtered! 
this fall and winter. The meat is sold 
as a commercial product and the hides 
find a ready^market. The P. Burns 
Company, of Calgary, has the contract 
for the killing. The Wainwright herd 
increases too rapidly in spite of the 
transfer to the far north of 5,000 of 
the animals. - ' 


A total of 670,000 bushels of [wheat 
were handled by the Alberta wheat 
pool’s string of 155 operating eleva¬ 
tors on Monday, it was stated at the 
offices of the pool at Calgary. Last 
year the pool operated with 42 eleva¬ 
tors and the total handlings for the 
1926-27 crop were close to six million 
bushels. 


After canvassing the medical pro¬ 
fession of Alberta, W. G. Hunt, Cal¬ 
gary, associate secretary of the Alber¬ 
ta Medical Association, declared pub¬ 
licly that it was time that the doctor 
began operating on a spot cash basis. 
Outstanding accounts, amounting Mr. 
Hunt says, to $5,000,000, are on the 
hooks of Alberta medical men. 


In spite of the milk embargo 
Canada’s exports of milk and cream 
to the United States have been well 
above the average this year, accord- 
Ing to Washington figures. The 
total exports ’ of milk and cream, 
chiefly the latter, show an Increase 
of 34,000 gallons during the seven 
months’ period January to July. The 
exact figures, 1,096,798 gallons com¬ 
pare favorably with 1,062,756 gallons 
in 1626 and 1,055,161 gallons In 
1625.

wheat 105, oats 106, barley 103 and grading on the marketing of Alberta
